Those, and the special attractions on the Mid- 
way Plaisance, can only be seen on the pay- 
ment of a small fee. All the buildings, which 
have cost the Exposition compavy nearly $18,- 
900, 000. and cover 400 acres of ground, consti- 
tuting the World’s Fair proper, will be open 
without additional charge to every one who 
has paid the 50 cents admission fee to the Fair. 
The eighty acres of State buildings will equally 
be free to those who have purchased the single 
right to.enter Jackson Park. The numerous 
private enterprises, located on the Midway 
Plaisance, will offer inany attractions, and a 
portion of their receipts will go to swell the 
Fair fund. But the visitor to the Fair need 
not enter one of those places unless so dis.

In the Pair proper he can see exhibits from 
almost every nation on the earth, and will find
